“Bolling-Over” Guard. 
Among the various device* which 
are Intended to prevent milk from 
bolling over, ti report comes of one 
which solves the problem In a very 
simple way, and the device ts very eas­ 
ily made up. 
It consists of a straight 
tube of say two or three Inches dL 
ameter at the top and expanding some­ 
what toward the bottom, where It Is 
provided with a flaring and cup-shaped 
end of rather large diameter, the 
whole bein# somewhat of a trumpet 
shape.
